Council. 

Mrs.  Slack  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  j^ear  194*9. 

This  report  includes  the  work  of  Dr.  G.  Holroyd,  who 
was  in  charge  of  the  department  until  June,  1949. 

The  report  consists  of  a series  of  statistical  tables  with 
comments  on  these  figures.  The  “ Comparability  Factor  ” is 
available  for  the  first  time  since  the  war,  so  that  death  rates 
and  birth  rates  for  one  area  can  be.  compared  with  that  of 
other  areas  taking  into  account  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Rural  District  compare 
favourably  with  similar  districts  in  England  and  Wales  and 
the  country  as  a whole. 

The  Crude  Death  rate  for  the  year  is  9.3.  The  com- 
parative Death  rate  is  8.65.  The  Death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  11.7. 

The  corrected  Birth  rate  for  the  district  is  14.6,  which 
compares  with  the  rate  of  16.7  for  England  and  Wales,  and 
with  18  in  the  smaller  towns. 

During  the  year  there  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under 
I year,  giving  a rate  of  24.3.  This  is  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  past  5 years,  but  higher  than  the  similar  rate  in  1948. 

During  1949,  the  County  C'ouncil  completed  the 
arrangements  for  the  decentralisation  of  the  Health  Services 
under  Earl  3 of  the  National  Health  Servi(‘e  Act.  The  Rural 
District  forms  part  of  the  IIohkM'uess  Division,  which  is  made 
up  of  the  Boroughs  of  Ib'don  and  Beverley,  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Hornsea  and  W'il hernsea,  and  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Beverley  and  Hohh'rness.  \11  School  Health  and 
Immunisation  will  be  dfuaml ralised  to  the  divisional  office. 

Considerahh;  progress  has  Ix'en  made  in  the  installation 
of  water  sup[)lies  and  s(;werage  dis))r>.sal  to  the  villages  in  the 
district.  How<*ver,  tlun’c  are  still  1,455  privies  and  1,343 
pail  closets  })eimr  used,  '(’hese  fiimres  (J’ive  some  indication 
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of  the  amount  of  work  which  has  still  to  be  done  in  bringing 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  area  up  to  a completely  satis- 
factory standard. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  help  and  generous  support  through- 
out the  year.  To  the  Clerk  and  other  officials,  may  I extend  my 
gratitude  for  their  kind  co-operation.  L would  specially  like 
to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  of 
the  Surveyor’s  and  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department.

'riiere  were  7 deaths  of  children  under  1 year,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  24.3  per  1,000  live  births,  and 
a corrected  figure  of  22.60.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  Mas  32  per  1,000  live  births.  Full  details 
giving  the  causes  of  death  and  age  distribution  are  given 
in  Table  5.

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.

The  Health  Visitors  also  undertake  the  duties  of  School  Nm’se 
in  their  respective  areas. 

Orthopsedie  Treatmen^t. 

A special  Clinic  for  children  suffering  from  orthopaedic 
defects  is  held  in  Beverley.  Where  necessary,  cases  can  be 
admitted  to  hospitals  at  Beverley,  Driffield  and  Hull. 

PRFA^ALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
TNFECTTOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  1949  there  was  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious 
diseases.  As  in  the  past,  there  were  more  cases  of  measles 
than  of  any  other  disease,  but  the  number  of  cases  recorded 
was  considerably  less  than  for  the  previous  year.  As  I have 
previously  stated,  the  responsibility  for  preventing  the  spread 
of  measles  will  always  rest  on  parents,  and  proper  precautions 
must  be  taken  to  isolate  all  contacts  in  the  home.  When 
the  number  of  measles  cases  notified  in  the  district  begins 
to  rise,  all  schools  are  circularised  with  instructions  regarding 
the  method  of  control  and  period  of  isolation  of  contacts. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district 
during  1949,  and  one  of  these,  a boy  aged  7,  died.  We  have 
as  yet  no  effective  method  to  prevent  this  condition. 

I would  advise  all  parents  not  to  neglect  any  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  their  children  and  the  advice 
of  their  private  doctor  should  always  be  taken.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles 
in  themselves  do  not  cause  many  fatalities,  but  they  do  give

rise  to  many  complications.  Children  often  suffer  from 
chronic  ear  infections,  deafness  and  minor  degrees  of  heart 
trouble,  etc.,  owing  to  proper  ]>recautions  not  having  been 
taken  at  the  onset  of  illness.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year,  62  samples  of  water  were  examined, 
and  of  these,  26  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  However, 
the  high  proportion  of  unsatisfactory  samples  is  partly  due 
tt'  sampling  immediately  after  the  installation  of  new  mains. 

During  the  year,  new  mains  were  laid  to  cover  Branting- 
ham  and  South  Cave,  and  three  reservoirs  at  South  Cave, 
High  Hunsley  and  North  Newbald  were  completed  and  are 
now  in  use.  MAter  main  extensions  were  laid  down  at  Cherry 
Burton,  Brantingham,  Lockington  and  Woodmansey, 

Seu'uire  Disposal. 

New  sewers  were  laid  to  serve  the  housing  estates  at 
Brantingham,  Ellougliton,  Cherry  Burton  and  Lockington. 

During  the  year,  work  was  begun  on  the  sewage  scheme 
*o  serve  the  Skidhy  and  Lillie  VVcighton  Area. 

'There  are  slill  a large  number  of  privies  and  pail  closets 
ie  the  dislriel,  I , lo.l  and  1,34.3  |•(^s|)ccl  ively . During  the 
year,  22  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  carriage  system. 
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Housing. 

The  records  show  92  overcrowded  dwelling  houses 
within  the  boundaries  o£  the  Rural  District  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Twenty-two  overcrowded  families  were  rehoused  during 
the  year.  The  Council  have  built  34  of  the  permanent  type 
of  prefabricated  house  and  68  permanent  houses  during  1949, 
and  25  houses  have  been  completed  by  private  enterprise. 
A further  36  Council  houses  and  18  private  enterprise  houses 
are  in  the  course  of  erection. 

Milk. 

Under  the  new  Milk  Regulations,  1949,  the  Council 
agreed  to  undertake  the  sampling  of  milk  for  tuberculosis  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council,  and  it  is  hoped  to  take  samples 
from  ail  retailers  in  the  district  at  least  twice  per  year. 

The  inspection  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  is  no  longer 
the  duty  of  the  local  authorities,  and  is  now  undertaken  by 
the  newly  appointed  milk  inspectors  under  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Whether  this  will  lead  to  any 
improvement  in  the  hygienic  conditions  of  production  remains 
to  be  seen.  So  far  I have  noticed  no  great  changes.

The  Reservoirs  at  Hi^h  Hiinsley  and  South  Cave  were 
eompleted,  together  with  the  Pumphouse  at  North  Newbald. 
These  were  put  into  use  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Water  main  extensions  were  earried  out  to  supply  the 
Council’s  new  Housing’  Estates  at  Cherry  Burton,  Rrantingham 
and  Lockington  and  a short  extension  was  carried  out  to  the 
existing  mains  in  Queensgate,  Woodmansey. 

Wate’r  obtained  in  bulk  from  Beverley  Corporation, 
Howden  R.D.C. , and  Driffield  R.D.C.,  is  chlorinated  at  source, 
and  samples  submitted  periodically  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion have  proved  satisfactory. 

Six  houses  in  the  District  were  connected  to  mains 
supply  as  a result  of  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  of 
samples  taken  from  private  supplies.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Work  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  to  provide' 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  Parishes  not  already 
having  these'  facilities  has  continued. 

The  laying  of  Sewers,  together  with  the  construction  of 
an  Ejecter  Station  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  serve'  the 
village  of  Wawne  was  completed  and  put  into  service. 

Work  on  the  Skid  by  and  Little'  Weighton  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Sclieme  was  commenced  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  the  sewers  in  Skidby  village  were  almost  completed, 
and  the  Sewage  Disjjosal  Works  were  well  advanced.  The 
construction  of  Sewel’s  in  Little  Weighton  has  also  commenced. 

Sewers  incidental  to  the  development  of  the  CounciPs 
Housing  Estates  at  Brantingham,  South  Cave,  Cherry  Burton, 
Bishop  Burton,  Brough,  Lockington,  Routh,  Rowley  and 
Walking  ton  were  completed. 

During  the  year  22  pail  closets  were  converted  to  Water 
Closets. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  service,  which  includes  a weekly  removal  of  house 
refuse  and  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  and  ashpits  has  been 
maintained  by  the  use  of  5 motor  refuse  collection  vehicles, 
each  serving  a specific  area. 

Controlled  tipping  has  been  continued  at  two  tips,  one 
at  Constitutional  Hill,  Molescroft,  serving  the  Northern  part  of 
the  District  and  the  other  at  Old  Brickyards,  North  Fe'rriby, 
serving  the  Southern  part. 

During  the  year,  delivery  was  taken  of  a new  vehicle  of 
improved  type  and  larger  capacity. 
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HOUSING. 

louring  the  year  Street  and  Site  Development  Works 
Avere  commenced  on  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates  in  the 
\illages  of  Cherry  Burton,  Brantingham,  Brough,  and  Welton, 
and  hy  the  end  of  year  all  had  been  completed  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Welton.
